Now 
theſe are. ta-Gertifie Al whom it may. "MT hat. for. the-full accompliſhing. ob, their 
ſaid Intentions, this 19th. day of September in the Year, according to the Engliſh Account, 
One Thouſand Six Hundred Eighty and Five, They the ſaid 4. B. and E.F. appeared 
ina publick Aſſembly of the aforeſaid People, and others, met together for that end 
and purpoſe in their publick Meeting-place at B#/ and A4outh London, and (according 
to the Example of the Holy Men of God recorded in the Scriptnres of Truth) in a 
ſolemn manner, he the ſaid A. B. taking the ſaid E, F. by the Hand, did openly 
declare as followeth . Frienas, in the fear of the Lord, and in the preſerce of yi his People, 
1 take this my Friend E, F. tobe my Wife, promiſing by the aſſiſtance of God, to be to her a faith- 
ful and loving Husband, till it pleaſe the Lord to ſeparate us by death, | or to the ſame effect. ] 


And then and there in the ſaid Aſſembly, the ſaid E. F. did in like manner declare 


as followeth : Friends, in the fear of the Tord, and in the preſence of you his Peeple, I take 
this my Friend A. B. tobe my Husband, promiſing ro be to him a faithful, obrdicr.t and loving 
Wife, till death ſeparate us, | or tothe lame efteCt. ] 


Aud the ſaid 4. B. and E.F. as a further Confirmation. thereof, did then and 


there to theſe Preients ſet their Hands; And we whoſe Naines are herennto ſubſcri- 
bed, being preſent, amoagſt others, at the folemnizing of their ſaid Marriage and 
Subſcription, in manner aforeſaid, as Witnelles thereunio, have alſo to theſe Preſents 
ſubſcribed our Names, the Day ard Year above-writtien,
